HOW TO WASH A CAR. 

When it is considered that rust is the 
principal agent destructive to car finishes, 
and that rust is the result of road dirt, 
grime and grit, the importance of regular 
car washing becomes evident. It is the 
only way to get rid of these enemies of 
the cars appearance. A car can be 
washed perfectly in half an hour if the 
following procedure is adopted :— First 
hose the car with cold water, using the 


the under body. All possible dirt is thus 
loosened and floated off, especially if 
rubbed or swabbed gently with a 
oars sea water-soaked sponge, a cloth, 
or a fine brush. Do not use the same 
— cloth or brush for the body and 

e running gear. One should be kept 
specially for the body, and the other for 
the wheels and underneath chassis. 
Having flushed the entire car, the chassis 
should be washed, first with large sponge- 
fulls of soap and water, and roughly 
rinsed. Then wash the body with clear, 
cold water, and dry with a chamois. 

It is a godd plan to hose and wash the 
car at the end of a wet day on which the 
car has been out. The mud and dirt 
encrusting the un: srneath parts of the 
chassis and wings will then be in a soft 
condition, and under the influence of the 
hose it will quickly disappear. After 
such an operation it is an excellent plan 
to paint the springs with engine oil. This 
will keep them in pliable condition, and 
prevent the leaves rusting together. 

TREACHEROUS ROADS. 

The weather which we have been ex- 
periencing for the past fortnight has 
turned the road surfaces into a. very 
treacherous condition. Skidding and re- 
sulting collisions have been of frequent 
occurrence, particularly in the case of 
cars driven by the ‘novice. 

While this weather continues, one of 
the best precautions both for novice and 
experienced driver is to pay particular 
attention to brake adjustment, as well as 
to correct pressure in the tyres. The 
great secret of road adhesion is to make 
sure that all four wheels possess their 
correct retarding effect when braked. It 
is not necessary to have identical brake- 
pressures on both front and rear wheels, 
though as a rule this is a sound aim to 
have in view, but it is of the utmost im- 
portance that pressure should be equal 
as between the two front wheels and as 
between the two rear wheels. The small 
charge made for brake adjustment in any 
efficient garage will be more than justified 
by the results. 

If drivers adopt these two simple pre- 
cautions and reduce speed on greasy high-

A SERIES OF 
LEGACIES. 


FORMER COURT 
OFFICIAL’S ESTATE. 


—_. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 
The matter of the estate of the late Mr. 
Hugh Doyle, a former official of the High 
Courts, came before the Court on a request 
by the Examiner, arising out of a case of 
Captain John J. Watters, of 25 Ellis’s quay, 


Mrs. Jane Murphy, ot 140 kox street, Gis- 
borne, New Zealand, aga'cet Mr, Robert J. 
Doyle, of Melrose, Dalkey, retired County 
Court Judge and executor of the will of Mr. 
‘Hugh Doyle, his father. 

r. Martin Maguire, K.C., and Mr. W. 
Denis Johnston (instructed by Mr. John 
Moran) appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Fitzgerald, K.C., and Mr. Marnan (m- 
structed by Messrs. Casey, Clay and Collins) 
for the defendant. 4 

The testator, said Mr, Maguire, had been 
a well-known figure in the courts for a 
reat many years He died on the 28th 
farch, 1924, having made his will in 1922, 
and probate of the will was granted in June, 
1924, to Mr. Robert J. Doyle, the executor. 
The. estate was sworn for probate purposes 
at £5,716 16s. 9d., and the testator divided his 
residuary property inte sevenths when 
making his bequests. There was an outstand- 
ing point which the Examiner had reserved 
for the consideration of the Court, whether 
the executor was entitled to pay a series ol 
legacies which were not mentioned or iden- 
titied in the wiil. 

A SHEET OF PAPER, 

The reserved point was contained in a 
sheet of paper which was sought to be identi- 
fied as a portion of the will of the deceased 
Mr. Doyle, but in respect of which there was 
no grant of: probate made. 

Counsel read the will and said that as 
far as he knew the document to which he 
referred was not mentioned or incorporated 
in the probate at all. In the will it was 
set out that two separate houses of the 
testator at Dalkey were left his son, Robert, 
and his daughter, Mrs. Cumisky, and there 
were other bequests. in the will the testator 
stated that the other property with which he 
did not deal was set out in his handwriting 
on a sheet of paper to be found with his will. 
Counsel remarked that that could not be 
done. The testator, he said, proceeded to 
say that the balance of his estate should be 
divided into seven equal parts. As represent- 
ing one of the parties, counsel said that there 
was an attempt now being made to show that 
at the time of the drafting of the will the 
separate document was in existence, but he 
would say that the terms of a will could 
not be contradicted. His client, on behalf of 
Mrs. Murphy, contested a number of the 
payments mentioned in the account of the 
executor, and in his report the Examiner 
reserved the point whether certain payments 
in the tesiduary accounts could be allowed. 
Those payments, said counsel, involved a con- 
siderable suin of money. 

PAYMENTS DOISPUTED. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—Are all the pay- 
ments disputed? 

Mr. Maguire replied that all the payment- 
in the separate document in the handwriting 
of the deceased, Mr. Doyle, upon a sheet of 
paper, were disputed. Some alterations and 
erasures, he alleged, were made in the docu- 
ment. : 

Mr. Fitzgerald remarked that there were 
alterations in two figures, which were imitl- 
alled. They referred to legacies to nuns and 
priests and two relatives. — 

Mr. Maguire said that in regard to the 
payments to priests and nuns, they were 
altered from £2 to £25. In another case 
there was an alteration from £25 to £100. 
and in another from £10 to £50. 

Mr. Justice Meredith said that the doca- 
ment and the changes were probably in 
existence when the will was executed. 

Mr. Maguire said that he did not think 
they were in existence, and there was no at- 
tempt to incorporate the document in the 
probate. i : 

Mr. Fitzgerald—They were in existence. 
and Mr. Maguire's client is the only objector. 
VERY NATURAL BEQUESTS. 

Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that the 
sums mentioned seemed to him to be very 
natural bequests, and some of them were in- 
tended to be given to estimable charities. 
What. however, struck him as being peculiar 
was that the only objector to them was a 
person living away in New Zealand. Of 
course, he admitted that she had a legal 
right to take that course, and, as far as he 
was concerned, she would get the full benefit 
of the strict law. . 

Mr. Maguire said that he did not question the 
consents which had been received, and would 
not make any comment about how they were 
obtained. e authority for the payments. 
however, was challenged by his client. 

Counsel, having referred to a urmber of 
authorities in support of his contention, sub- 
mitted that it was impossible to admit the 
document in question in the case to probate. 
because of the construction for which he con- 
tended—namely, that it might refer to docu- 
ments written later, or to alterations in a 
document which was possibly in existence 

Mr. Fitzgerald submitted that it was un- 
necessary for counsel on the other side to 
argue that the incorporated documents should 
not be admitted to form part of the pro- 
bate. There were authorities to support the 
contention that although a document was 
not admitted to probate, it could be looked 
at if sufficiently identified. It might be a 
question of practical convenience whether it 
should be admitted to probate, and if a 
will referred to a document which was 
referred to in a sufficient manner it must be 
had regard to as if it were set out in the 
probate. 

WILL AND DOCUMENT. 

Counsel further said that Judge Doyle, the 
executor, was unwilling to have anything 
argued that would give his lordship the 
trouble of deciding a point not absolutely 
clear in his favour, They could not ask 
the Court to say that the will described 
the document in question as being a docu- 
ment in futurity. Judge Doyle, in his affi- 
davit, stated that he saw the document long 
before the will, and the explanation of its 
being referred to in futurity was that the 
person drafting the will took the words of one 
will and thonght that he would fit them in. 

Mr. Justice Meredith remarked that Judge 
Dovle was right in not pressing it. 

The matter was referred ck to the 
Examiner to continue the taking of the 
account, the costs of part.es. to the 
present motion to be borne out of the estate.

DEPOSIT OF TITLE DEEDS. 


“ BIG QUESTION INVOLVED.” 
(BEFORE MA. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

Reserved judgment was delivered in favour 
of the defendant, with costs, in the action 
which was brought by the National Ban«, 
Ltd., against Kathleen McGovern, of Black- 
lion, Co. Cavan. i 

In the action the plaintiffs applied for an 
order to declare that, in consequence of 
certain title deeds which were deposited with 
them, they were entitled to a charge or 
mortgage upon the lands and premises of the 
defendant for the purpose of securing a debt 
due by John McGovern, her husband. They 
also sought an order to have an account 
taken of what was due by John McGovern 
to them, and for payment of the amount 
found to be due. It was alleged that the 

laintiffs had advanced money to John 

cGovern, who was to continue to obtain 
advances on the security of title deeds te 
lands and premises in the village of Black- 
lion, which were in the possession of his 
wife, the defendant. On the basis of that 
agreement the plaintifis claimed ‘that on 
foot of those equitable mortgages there was 
due by John McGovern £1,095 14s. 8d. for 
principal and £368 1s. for interest. 

The defendant stated in her defence that 
John McGovern had no authority to deposit 
the title deeds, which were in the nature of 
a marriage settlement, and in those circum- 
stances the deposit was invalid, having been 
made without her knowledge or consent. The 
person primarily and legally responsible for 
the debt, she contended, was John McGovern, 
and her property should not be made liable 
until that of her husband had been exhausted 
in its payment. 


CONFLICT OF TESTIMONY. 

Mr. Justice Meredith in his judgment said 
that there was a great conflict of testimony 
during the hearing of the case, and the po’ 
tion between the parties was left very 
ambiguous in regard to the lodgment of tiv 
deeds. For the reasons revealed by the 
evidence he dismissed the action with costs. 

A stay of execution was granted on the 
application of Mr. Maguire, K.C., who said 
that there was a big question of banking 
practice involved in the case.

ITHIN the limits of some pages 
W of large type the cine, toe 
Near East Correspondent of The Times, 
has set forth the complicated situation 
concerni the hor and the 
Dardanelles, known as the Eastern ques- 
tion. Ordinarily we should object imme- 
diately to any such work, which must 
necessarily incomplete; but, as the 
preface takes care to say, this book is 
‘less for the benefit of the historical 
student than for young people who are 
interested in political questions and their 
historical background, but have little time 
to study the weightier works on the 
subject.” 

Half o- this volume covers the history 
of the Straits to the time of Napoleon, 
while the rest is devoted to a discussion 
of recent developments. As one may 
expect, a book of this kind is quite likely 
to become a mere recitation of facts unless 
the writer possesses the genius of follow- 
ing his thread with care and interest. 
Confronted by such a task, Mr. Graves | 
deserves praise for the effort that he has 
made to avoid this pitfall. His first 
chapter, if space permitted, almost would 
be worthy of complete quotation for the 
excellent way in which the fundamental 
importance of the Straits is described. 

While a book of this sort smacks 
somewhat of journalism and incomplete- 
ness, the intimate knowledge of events 
gained by a man in a co dent’s posi- 
tion is of inestimable value for a judgment 
of present-day affairs. 

The Straits have ceased to be a bone of 
contention between Christian and Moslem. 
Economic factors rule the world’s conduct 
to-day, and economically the Straits are 
very important. Russia is building her 
future on the grain fields of the south, the 
Donetz coal-mines and the oilfield of Baku, 
all of which have access to the Black Sea. 
The control of the Straits affects Russia 
vitally. Mr. Graves feels that either of 
two things will take place: either Russia 
will try to win the ks to her side or 
else she will fight. Recent events in 
Turkey indicate that many Turks feel that 
Ismet Pasha has gone far enough with 
Moscow, and it is likely that an Fast 
Balkan combination, headed by Turkey 
and supported by Greece, may maintain 
control of the Straits against Russia.

T. A. Sinclair, London: Routledge.

i F during these latter days the study of 

Latin as a mental discipline has lost 
something of its old reputation, humanity, 
at least, has gained by the widened scope 
of Latin studies. Until the present gene- 
ration secular students regarded the Latin 
tongue as beginning with Plautus and 
coming to a sudden end, for all practical 
and gentlemiuly , with Juvenal. 
Doubtless, the nten and Silver Ages 
give us Latin at its finest flowering , but 
also at ite most artificia] and least native. 
The effect is ly as if one were to 
pick out the lish authors of the six- 
teenth, seventeen and eighteenth centuries, 
and offer them as representative of the 
whole course of English literature. 

There have been vcrious attempts 
recently to correct this lack of proportion. 
That of Messrs. Wright and Sinclair is as 
good as most, and more comprehensive 
than many. It tracks the course of Latin 
letters from the middle of the fourth to 
the end of the seventeenth century—that 
is to say, through nearly three-quarters 
of its existence, to the time when Latin 
ceased to be a living language in any 
ordinary sense. To anyone save the 
pedant, the is glorious, and stil! 
would be glorious if it contained no other 
names than inose of Augustine, Peter 
Damiani and Bernard of Cluny. 

The two authors do their work well. 
They contrive to present a tremendous 
amount of information readably enough 
in a little space. Their selections from 
Latin writers invariably are well chosen, 
though their translations vary in merit to 
a surprising degree. They show sound 
judgment in es praise and 

lame, and the whole book is a worthy 
contribution to ssthetics, as much as to 
scholarship. 

It may be of interest to quote their 
opinion on the work of the seventh cen- 
tury Irish monks in the preservation af 
classical writings:

Returning to Russia, the Grand Duchess 
Marie was in time for the outbreak of the 
War, and it is at this point that the book 
becomes most interesting. The Grand 
Duchess formed a nursing unit and accom- 
panied Rennenkampf’s army on its in- 
vasion of East Prussia as far as Inster- 
burg. Her sojourn there was short ; for by 
the end of September Tannenberg had been 
fought and what remained of the Russian 
armies was in full retreat. Later she 
found herself in charge of the military 
hospital at Pskov, where, although she 
does not claim as much, but gives credit to 
the members of her staff, she appears to 
have done most successful work. The fact 
that in the early days of the revolution, 
when she had returned to Petrograd, the 
Pskov Soviet asked her to return to her 
old post seems to prove this fact. She did 
not go, but devoted her time to her father, 
who had returned to Russia, and to the 
affairs of Dmitri, who had been banished 
to the Persian frontier for the part that 
he had taken in Rasputin’s death. 

Her second marriage during these grim 
days with Prince Putiatin and their life 
in the capital under the threat of death 
until her final escape with her husband 
across the Rumanian frontier are thrilling 
to read. Perhaps, the outstanding 
characteristic of this absorbing book is the 
complete absence vf bitterness with which 
the Grand Duchess writes. |

HE obvious need for a book which 
would serve as a guide to. the 1951 
Exhibition of Persian Art has led to the 
publication of several excellent works on 
| the subject, the writérs of which found 
themselves faced with a problem of 
extreme difficulty. The treasures in Bur- 
lington House probably will cause an 
| admiring public to stand aghast at its 
own profound ignorance, and many will 
regret their inability to make the most of 
an opportunity which they are hardly 
likely to enjoy again. 

While some writers have confined them- 
selves to a summary of one or two sections 
of the exhibition, others have attempted 
to deal with it as a whole. Mr. Pope has 
undertaken a task, the difficulty of which 
no one but an expert on the subject could 
appreciate. It is easy to understand the 
desire of Mr. Pope, with his wide know- 
ledge of his subject and as a Director of 
the Exhibition, to give the public the 
benefit of his al knowledge. 

‘‘ An Introduction to Persian Art’’ is 
introduced as ‘“‘the first substantial 
volume dealing with the arts and crafts of 
Persia as a whole,” a wide field to be 
covered in twelve chapters; but it is just 
for such a condensation that there is an im- 
mediate demand. As Adviser in Art to the 
Persian Government and Director in Art 
to the American Institute of Persian Art, 
Mr. Pope has had enviable opportunities 
for the preparation of the many interesting 
photographs, which add so greatly to the 
value of his work.

Although the advantages of forestry are 
widely recognised, and an agitation for more 
extensive tree planting has been going on 
for the past thirty years, the forestry branch 
may still be regarded as the Cinderella of the 
Department of Agriculture. Really valuable 
work is being done, but more money is neces- 
sary for development, and in the present state 
of the country’s finances this seems out of the 
question, as the returns from forestry work 
necessarily take many years to realise.

Other ficures indicate that creamery butter 
made in 1929 showed an increase of 142,057 
ewt., or 25 per cent. over 1926, whilst the 
value increased by £1,378,445, or ál per 
cent.: the quantity exported increased by 
69.142 cwts., or 1S per cent. The total quan- 
tity of factory butter produced in 1929 in- 
creased by 18,025 ewts.; or 12 per -cent.,-on 
1926. though the exports decreased slightly. 
The valne of the factory butter increased by 
£253,019, or 24 per cent. 

LESS CHEESE EATEN. 

The quantity of cheese made in the Saor-' 
stat decreased from 3,741 cwts. in 1926 te 
695 ewts in 1929, and this decrease in pro- 
duction is reflected in the small export. 
Cheese imported, however, also shows a de- 
crease from 23,918 cwts. in 1926, to 21,228 
ewts. in 19299. Margarine shows an increase, 
in the quantity produced, of 55,786 cwts., or 
44 ver cent., but the quantity exported has 
decreased by 26,967 cwts., or 56 per cent. 

The importation of margarine has practi- 
cally ceased, the net imports only amounting 
to 947 ewts.. valned at £3,987 in 1928, com-.- 
rared with 50,408 cwts., valued at £167,690 
in 1926. It should be remembered thatthe 
‘ production ” walues shown are the values 
at the creamery or factory, whereas the ex-

In consonance with a policy of economy, 
the Finance Committee has rejected a 
proposal to expend £45,000 in connection 
with the extension of Peter’s Hill Baths, 
which serve a populous working class dis- 
trict.

DECLINE IN DISEASE. 
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It is gratifying to note that what is 
known as the “white scourge ” is de- 
clining in the Northern capital. Dr. 
Andrew “Trimble, the chief tuberculosis 
officer, has just: reported that during the 
vear 1930 the number of persons who died 
from pulmonary ‘consumption in Belfast 
was 426, which indicates a reduction of 
59 as compared with the previous year. 
These figures are the lowest on record for 
the city for this disease, and, calculated 
on the census population of 1926, they 
give & death-rate of only 1 per 1,000, as 
‘compared with 2.1 per 1,000 in 1919, the 
year following the end of the War. 

' It will thus be seen that the death-rate 
from tuberculosis during the. period 
mentioned has been reduced by about 52 


h per cent., a happy result, which reflects 


the highest credit upon ithe ‘medical 
officers. Probably when there is a.clear- 
ance of the slums, about which there is so 
much talk and so very little done, the 
rate will fall even lower.. A contributing 
cause to the decline in this form of disease 
is to be found in the numerous plas: 
centres for children which have been 
established in congested areas ard in the 
facilities offered by the trams for cheap 
travelling into the country. districts during 
the summer months.

Heil Fire C hubs. 


Dublin’s ‘‘ Hell Fire Clab ” was par- 
ticularly famous, but other cities could 
boast a similar institution during the 
eighteenth century. There were three 
* Hell Fire Clubs” in London, whose 
members met in houses in Westminster 
and Conduit street. They were suppressed 
in 1721. One of the most celebrated of 
the English clubs was that at Medmenham, 
Sir Francis Dashwood. It included some 
famous men in its membership, such as 
Lord Sandwich, Paul Whithead and 
Robert Lloyd. At Medmenham, just as at 
the Dublin club, the devil is said to have 
appeared in person. An Irishman called 
Charles Johnstone wrote a book on the 
Medmenham Club, ¢-lled ‘“‘ Chrysal,’’ and 
he gives an explanation of the devil 
episode. One of the members kept 4 
baboon in a chest, with a cord attached 
to him. This cord was fixed to the spring 
or lock of the chest, and also ran through 
a hola in ‘the member's chair. On one 
occasion when mock prayers were being 
held, and the devil was invited to take 
his place at the ceremony, the member in 
charge of the baboon pulled the cord. 
The animal jumped from the chest, and, 
delighted at freedom after his long im- 
prisonment, sprang on the table. There- 
upon, I read, the other members 
screamed: “' The devil: the devil,” and 
fled. The doings of the Medmenham Club 
were also mentioned by Sir Horace Wal- 
pole in his writings. 


Ghe Patriotic Smoker. 


Italian women, who are being credited 
with a large increase in the national 
revenue by their adoption of cigarette 
smoking, are not the first to be allowed to 
feel that their indulgence in tobacco is 
atriotic. In 1688, when the States of 
Tolland advanced William III. £600,000 
to finance his expedition for the Throne 
of England, they stipulated that in return 
they should be assigned the duty on all 
tobacco imported into that country in 
1689. Whether or not loyal Englishmen 
felt that they must pay the price. of 
liberty in full, the tobacco imports that 
year were exceptionally large, totalling 
over eleven million pounds. The duty 
yielded Dutch merchants a handsome 
profit on the transaction. 


Niagara. 


The Falls of Niagara resounded with a 
deafening crash above the roar of the 
waters, when, at the end of last week, over 
1,000 tons of rock became detached from 
the edge and were precipitated into the 
guif below. The eroding action of the 
water, which caused this cataclysm, has 
been in progress for several thousands of 
years, with the result that the brim of 
the main waterfall has been gradually 
worn away, and a deep gorge has been 
formed some seven miles in length. It is 
supposed that this gorge began to be 
scooped out at the end of the last glacial 
epoch in North America, and thus the 
length of the gorge affords a measure of 
the time that has since elapsed. The 
making of two-thirds of the gorge, it has 
been calculated, occupied from 5,000 to 
15,000 years. These results depend, of 
course, upon surveys made since the white 
man became acquainted with the Niagara. 
The recession of the waterfall since 1764 
gives a mean rate of retreat of 5 feet 
per annum, but measurements over shorter 
periods, from 1842 to 1906, show the reces- 
sion to be 5.7 and 2.3 feet per annum 
respectively, from which it has been 
inferred that the rate of erosion is 
diminishing. The recent huge displace- 
ment of rock, however, may modify this 
view and show that great changes are pos- 
sible in a very short time.

A Celebrated Antiquaru. 


I understand that some attention is 
being paid in Surrey to the bi-centenary 
of Captain Francis Grose, the famous 
antiquary, who was born at Richmond 
in 1731. Grose was one of the ; ost re- 
markable characters of the eighteenth cen- 
tury, and his career should be interesting 
to Dublin people; for he died in this city 
in 1791, and was buried in Drumcondra 
churchyard. The son of Mr. Francis 
Grose, a jeweller, who fitted up the crown 
of George II., the future antiquary 
began to study art at an early age, but 
changed to a military career, and was 
for some time Adjutant of the Hampshire 
Militia. Grose’s character was an extra- 
ordinary mixture of energy and improvi- 
dence. During his career in the Army he 
lived in a happy-go-lucky fashion, and. 
when his money came to an end, resigned 
immediately, and devoted himself to a 
long period of antiquarian research. The 
“ Antiquities of England and Wales,” his 
most famous work, was published in 1787. 
Two years afterwards he went to Scotland. 
and produced a similar volume dealinyz 
with that country in 1790. Robert Burns 
is said to have written ‘‘ Tam o' Shanter ' 
for Grose, who was a man after his own 
heart, and the oft-quoted lines— 

“A chiel’s amang Ye takin’ notes, 

And faith he'll prent it,” 
refer to the researches of the antiquary. 
In spite of his corpulent Czure and his 
reputation as a hoon companion, Grose 
was an untiring worker, and he had no 
sooner finished his volume on Scotland 
than he crossed to Dublin, and imme- 
diately began the “ Antiquities of Ire- 
land.’’ This work, unfortunately, had to 
be completed bw another hand: for it was 
not quite finished when Grose died snd- 
denly of apoplexy while dining with his 
friend, Nathaniel Hone. 


War on liliteracu. 


It may seem strange that in the 
twentieth century illiteracy is one of the 
major problems with which the United 
States have to contend. Ten years ago 
Mrs. Wilson Stewart, the first woman in- 
spector of schools in Rowan County, 
Kentucky, realised that the majority of her 
pupils s parents were illiterate. Being an 
enterprising woman, she invoked the aid of 
the local teachers and opened evening 
classes for the adults during the winter 
months. Within three years the pupils at 
these classes mustered one thousand six 
hundred. 

News of the “ illiteracy campaign ”’ 
spread rapidly. Similar night schools 
were established all over Kentucky and in 
the States of ‘Tennessee, Alabama and 
South Carolina. The movement widened, 
and to-day Mrs. Wilson Stewart is at the 
head of the National Illiteracy Commis- 
sion.

A REVIVAL FORESHADOWED. 


“If a proper sailing-pond is provided a 
great number of people will go in for modes 
yacht sailing.”

Engineers at South Frederick street ~Jast 
night.

Topsils, 
example, should not be used, since the 
difficult to handle, and cause a good 
of ‘* top-hamper.”’ 

‘There is a great deal of engineering in 
model yacht designing,”’ continued M 
McManus. ‘‘ The main thing is that 
centre of effort must be in front of the centre 
cf resistance, otherwise the boat will often 
get ‘in irons.” Rating is an essential factor 
There is no reason why there should not be 
a rating that would bring out a proper 
shaped boat.”’ 

Mr. McMarius -gave as a constructions! 
example a boat of his own, which in pre 
war days had won the Ruddell Cup tvo 
vears in succession... This boat had gone with 
him to South Africa, and was made of bass 
wood mahogany.

Smadller Fairs. 


Buying Cattle on 
the Farms.

ENNISCORTHY, Thursday. 

PRACTICE in the cattle trade vw) ich 
A has sprumg up in recent years, and 

which is rapidly growing into an estab- 
lished custom, is that of buyers visiting the 
farms and making their purchases of fat 
cattle at the farmers’ homes, instead of going 
to the fairs for their supplies, as was 
formerly done, One result is that the fairs 
in the towns are getting smaller. The 
problem is one that confronts most provincial 
Lowns. 

The Enniscorthy Traders’ Association has 
had the matter under consideration, and has 
come to the conclusion that this practice is 
not good for the town im which fairs are 
held, and that it is mot in the best interests 
of the farmers themselves. The association 
contends that the farmer would get a much 
better price for his stock if he brought them 
into the open market, where there would be 
a large number of buyers in competition. 
instead of making a bargain with one buyer 
outside of the market. 


A CATTLE MARKET. . 


With the object of changing this practice 
the Traders’ Association has been considering 
the advisability of establishing a catti 
market, to be held weekly or fortnightly. in 
the town, at which the cattle would be sold 
by auction. At the request of the Associa- 
tion the Urban Council considered the matter 
at a special meeting. 

The Chairman of the Council, Mr. T. 
McCarthy, who also is the Chairman of the 
Traders’ Association, pointed out that the 
matter had been discussed with a number of 
auctioneers and leading cattle buyers. While 
most people seemed to favour the idea, there 
was a great difference of opinion about it. 

Mr. LU. Bolger said that they were startim 
ai the wrong end. If the proposition ha 
come from the farmers themselves the Council 
would jump at it. It’ was a step in the 


right direction, but until the farmer was. 


educated into the idea of selling in the 
market, there was no use in providing i. 
lt was a great temptation to the farmers 
to sell their cattle when the buyers came 
to their doors, especially in the case of old 
people who could not go to the fairs with 
cattle. 

The Chairman said that they tried to get 
into touch with the Farmers’ Association, 
but apparently there was no such organisa- 
tion in existence locally. Then they tried 
the Beet Growers’ Association, but they 
said they did not represent the feeders of 
cattle. The Shorthorn Breeders’ Associa- 
lion had promised their support. 


SHORTHORN BREEDERS. 


Mr. O'Neill said that the dairy shorthorn 
breeders had their own annual sale for pore- 
bred stock, and they would hardly have 
enough store cattle to support a fortnightly 
sale 

Timothy O'Connor, who is a cattle 
breeder and exhibitor at shows, summarised 
the difficulties, when he said that the farmer 
could not be compelled to bring his cattle to 
the market, The farmer knew his own 
-usiness best. and if he was satisfied to sell 
at home he would not come to the market 
unless it could be shown that he would get 
a better price in the market. . 

Several members agreed that if the pro- 
prsition was feasible it would be an excel- 
lent one, and it was derided to put the 
Council's views before the Traders’ Associa- 
bon.

of Down and Connor and Dromore, 
and asking for an extension of time in 
which to consider the proposals in all their 
earings on the conditions and needs of the 
united diocese; and, without prejudice to 
the prepgsas and without committing itsei! 
to them, the Diocesan Synod appointed a 
Committee of twenty (one of whom resigned), 
over whom the Bishop presided, to confer 
with the Representative Church Body and 
report to the Synod. 


THE REPORT. 


The report of the Committee, which has 

en issued, states :— 

The Committee m- three times, and also 
met in conference the Lord Primate, the 
Archbishop of Dublin, Captain Home. Mr. 
Maconchy, the Archdeacon of Armagh, and 
Mr. John Bristow, the Committee appointed 
by the Representative Church Bodv. 

As a result of this conference $t was elicited 
from the R.C.B. Committee :— 

1. That no capital sum was available 
for the purpose of the. division of the 
diocese, which division, if carried out. 
ee have to be financed out of income ; 
an 

2. That as to the money which it is 
proposed to expend on the new bishopric, 
they will not recommend it to be applied 
to other needs in the diocese. 

The above was unanimously agreed upon by 
the Committee as correct inferences from the 
statements made by the R.C.B. Committee.

DISSENTIENT REPORT. 


The eight members 
who yoted against 
the above resolution, 
and two others who 
were not present at 
the meeting—ten of 
the nineteen who 
served on the Com- 
mittee—have issued 
a dissentient report. 
They state that no 
conference was held 
with the Representa- 
tive Church Body as 
such, or with dele- 
gates appointed cn 
their behalf for the 
purpose. Two meet- 
| ings of the Select 
Committee were held previous to the confer- 
ence, but no discussion took place on the 
pone tary as to whether the diocese should be 
ivided on the lines such division ought to 
follow, Facts were disclosed by several mem- 
bers of the Committee, which showed that 
the Church’s needs, in nearly all the great 
industrial parishes in Belfast, were greater 
than anything they had supposed. . 

The report further states:—As a result of 
statistics then presented, we are convinced 
that the gravity of the situation. both for 
the Church and for religion, in these great 
centres of population, is neither known nor 
réalised, and that the Chureh’s failure for 
want of material help to minister adequately 
to her people in these parishes is nothing 
short of appalling.

(3) That the Sub-Committee of the R.C. in 
stating that they would not recommend that this 
mcome be applied to any other object m this 
Jhocese were speaking m «a purely personal 
capacity, and could not say what might be dune 
by the K.C.B. or the Genera] Synod. 

(4) That the income which the 
Church Body Sub-Committee was prepared to 
recommend should be ear-marked for the creation 
of an additional Bishopric conid only be oblaincú 
by discoutinuing or reducing granie now made by 
the General Synod for other objects, and might 
result in the cutting down cf tue present. grants 
to poor parishes 

(5) That while no capital sum is available, it is 
quite open to the General Synod, should they think 
proper, to make a grant of a capital sum. on 
the securily of surplus income, in the same way 
as was dune when the General Syned recently 
made a graut of £50,000 towards the tmiiding of 
new churches in Belfast, although in the opinion 
of the Representative Church Hedy SubCommitice 
it would be difficult to persuade the General Synod 
to agree to such a proposal. 


THE CHURCH’S NEEDS. 


Having carefully weighed all that was said 
by the Representative Church Body Sub- 
Committee, and, having in mind the fresh 
disciosures made as to the Church’s needs in 
Belfast, we are convinced that the division 
of the Diocese and establishment of another 
Bishophic, as suggested, ought not to be 
approved, for the following reasons :— 

1—Because of the enormous and clamant needs 
of so many parishes for parochial buildings, the 
strain of maintaining the existing staff of clergy, 
wand the necessity of adding to their number, we 
believe that any income available from genera! 
Church funds tor the help of the Church in tig 
United Diocese should be applied to meeting the 
pressing needs of the Church in the diocese as 
now constituted 

it has been clearly proved to us that if 
assistance is not immediately forthcoming ™ 
the directions indicated the Church is in danger 

of losing her hold over a large proportion of 
her members, | 
2--liecause, although the Church of Ireland is 
one, it is at present divided into thirteen water- 
tight diocesan compartments. and before any action 
is taken that would help to add a fourteenth to 
the number we are of opinion that a therough 
investigation ought to be made of the Church's 
needs and resources ag a whole, with a view to 
greater anity and the more effective use of the 
resvurces at her disposal. . 


INOPPORTUNE., 


3--Because of the rapid change taking place 
in the distribution of the Church’s population in 
Ireland, and the decrease in the Church's popula- 
tion as a whole, it is inopportune to approve oat 
any proposal which would result in an cddition 
to her overhead charges. While we recognise that 
the alteration of existing boundaries in the rest 
of'irelana is a matter primarily for the dioceses 
and. bishops concerned, we must state that it has 
not been made clear to us that any msuperable 
difhcuity stands in the way of such a readjust- 
ment of boundaries as would save the Church the 
enormous expense involved in the creation of 
another hishopric. 

Recause we helieve that owing to the serious 
depression in trade and ,ndustry, and the alarm- 
ing increase in unemployment, a bad impression 
will be created among the great masses of our 
people if at the present crisis large sums of money 
are pledged for the creation of a new bishopric, 
when the utmost difficulty is being experienced in 
making ends meet in so many parishes. 

While we deeply regret that we have not 
found it possible to. come to. an agreement 
with our colleagues on the Committee, we 
feel strongly that we have no other alterna- 
live than to present to the Synod the above 
dissentient report, and to ask the Svnod to 
adopt the following resolution, which is to 
be moved by the Rev. W. H. Good 
seconded by Mr. W. F. Minnis :-— 


THE RESOLUTION. 


‘That this Synod expresses its grateful 
thanks to the Representative Church Bod, 
for their generous interest in the welfare 
of the Church in the United Diocese and 
for their help, but regrets that it 
cannot at present consent to a division of the 
United Diocese in view of the report, signed 
by ten members of the Select.

ward tendency. During the slack season 
important extensions in plant and buildings 
were carried out, so that the Cork factory is 
now in a position to cope with the large 
vrders for castings and tractors which are 
sure to follow a general revival of trade,

A Tariff on Butter. 

In an extraordinary session, held 
vesterday. Dail Fireann impored a 
Customs duty of fourpence a pound on cll 
butter imported into the Free State from 
to-day. This duty will take the place of 
the prohibitive tariff of £5 a hundred- 
weight which virtually has excluded im- 
ports of butter during the past month. 
The motion was introduced on the recom- 
mendation of the Tariff Commission, 
in consequence of a request by certain 
Irish creameries. By their applica- 
tion the creameries sought a two- 
fold result. In the first place, they urged 
that a tariff of fourpence a pound would 
enable supplies of butter, produced in 
summer, to be held over for disposal in 
winter. In the second place, they argued 
that the tariff would encourage winter 
dairying, and thus would tend to make 
more uniform than it is 

Rightly, the Commis- 
damned the first argument 
figures, and laughed it to 
scorn. We need not concern ourselves 
with their counter,arguments, which are 
irrefutable ; it is enough that they showed 
the first supposition to be incompatible 
with the worthier second. There is some 
excuse for a tariff that promotes legitimate 
enterprise. Nothing can be said in favour 
of a tariff that seeks merely to bolster 
by Government defi- 
ciencies that enterprise would have fore-

Mr. Nicholls was at pains to make clear 
the real issue at stake. ‘‘ Whether they 
liked it or not,” he explained, “‘ the 
native of South Africa was being moulded 
into a conscious whole’’—a development 
that must lead, as he contended, either 
to the formation of a black proletariat, 
subservient to a European hegemony, or 
to the directing of native thought into an 
ordered Bantu national channel. De- 
tribalisation appears to be the natural 
result if the native peoples are reduced 
sternly to the position that the Helots 
occupied in ancient Sparta. Stripped of 


| their traditions and forced into a vast 


servile mass, the Bantus would be as 
dangerous in subjection as in revolt; for, 
repressed, they would start their conquest 
from the bottom. Insensibly they would 
lower the standard of living, and 
in a few generations the population 
of the Union of South Africa would have 
become mixed, bastardised and spineless. 
The choice lies between the creation of a 
Bantu proletariat—in other words, what 
would amount to a-slave State—and the 
establishment of a Bantu nation. Such a 
nation ought not to be a menace to the 
European sections if the safeguards, upon 
which all the political parties are agreed, 
are put into practice. When the Committee 
presents its final report we shall expect 
to learn that a scheme ensuring dominance 
for the Europeans and outlets for the 
legitimate national aspirations of: the 
Bantus has been evolved.

Belgium’s New Fotts. 


Mr. Arthur Henderson’s high hopes of 
disarmament contrast curiously with the 
latest news from Belgium. In the 
Chamber at Brussels yesterday the 
Minister for Defence explained his 
Government’s plans for the refortification 
of the Belgian frontier. During the first 
days of the Great War the Belgian forts— 
though their heroic defence added a noble 
chapter to Belgian history—were no 
match for the German guns, which then 
had a range of five miles. If Belgium is 
attacked again from the East, her forts 
can be pounded from a range of fourteen 
miles; and her new plans envisage the 
new danger. 


miles—with a string of forts which will 
embody the bitterly gained expericnce of 
the late War. A'l the arts of military 
science will be lavished on Liége and 
Namur, and Antwerp will be ringed with 
many circles of steel and concrete. The 
cost of the new forts is estimated at eleven 
million pounds—more than twice the cost 
of the Shannon scheme. Soldiers will 
discuss the military merits of this enter- 
prise, but the plain citizens of Europe 
will be concerned more deeply with its 
political aspect. The Belgian Govern- 
ment anticipates another war so con- 
fidently that it is devoting a large outlay 
to new defences, and its plans assume that 
again Germany will be. the aggressor. 
Moreover, the Count de Broqueville 
declares that “ no foreign Power has 
offered any objections” to these plans. 
Yet the League of Nations has celebrated 
its eleventh birthday. All the nations, 
including Belgium, have put solemn 
Signatures to peace pacts. All their 
statesmen talk eloquently about universal 
disarmament, and profess to be working 
assiduously to that end. Well may the 
plain man ask with Truthful James— 
Are things what they seem, 
Or is visions about ? : 

In particular. what can the poor Briton 
be thinking ? Other countries, while 
ingeminating peace, have been careful to 
keep their powder dry; but the British 
Government has thrown itself whole- 
heartedly into the grand illusion. It has 
decimated the Navy and Army, and, while 
Belgium fortifies and Germany's youth 
toast another “ Day,” it lives in 
& fool’s paradise. Here is a situation for 
the philosopher who said: “I laugh in 
order that Ivmay not weep.”’

Henee Irish consumers must fall 
back on the one thick-skinned type, the 
familiar “ Gros Michel,” which is greatly 
inferior in quality to the more delicate 
varieties. Even ‘‘ Gros Michel ” is likely 
to be wanting in the near future; for 
an epidemic of a “ Panama disease” is 
killing its parent trees, and already has 
caused the abandonment of thousands 
of acres devoted to its cultivation.

‘* WE ACCEPT THE DECISION 
OF THE HOUSE,” 


Mr. Clynes, the Home Secretary, speak- 
ing at Manchester last night, referred to 
the Government's defeat on uhe Education 
Bill. In the main purpose as well as the 
principle, he said, there was no division 
between the purpose of the Government 
and of those who supported the amend- 
ment on Wednesday night. The differ- 
ence was on method and not on the aim. 
“ We believe that «during legislation is 
better after agreement, and all experience 
shows that this doctrine is sound in 
relation to all questions of conscience 
which the educational controversy has 
ever aroused. We accept the decision of 
the House on the question of methods and 
congratulate those who spoke for the 
amendment upon their fairness and 
moderation in stating their case.” 

Alluding.to the Trade Disputes Bill, 
Mr. Clynes said: ** We claim no right to 
engage in political strikes, but short of 
that we demand absolute freedom both 
of political organisation and of industrial 
activity.” 


SURPLUS THAT DID 
NOT EXIST. 


DISCLOSURES IN BANK 
INVESTIGATIONS. 
From Revrer’s CoRRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Thursday. 
Investigations into the affairs of the Bank 
of the United States, one of the city’s newer 
and smaller banks, which has been in diffi- 


culties lately, reveal some amazing details. 


lt would appear that, whereas the directors 


reported a surplus of ten million dollars, the 
State examiners reported that no such funds 


existed, and said that the directors owed the 


bank roughly four million dollars in June. 
they added that Mr. Isadore Kresel, who 
was a rigid enemy of “ graft,’ 


had a loan of 200.000 dollars odd. 


The repeated efforts of the State authorities. 
to induce the bank’s heads to change their 


methods of doing business had had little 
effect, with the result that the bank had to 
be closed. Incidentally, the minutes of the 
Board since December, 1929, have vanished 


completely.

A LETTER TO NEWSPAPER 
PROPRIETORS. 


Mr. R. H. Cox, Secretary of the Manches- 
ter Sunday Games and Freedom League, last 
night posted the following letter to the 
proprietors of a number of newspapers :'— 

“IT am instructed by the Executive Com- 
mittee of the League to inform you: that 
production of Monday's issue of your paper 
involves Sunday labour, and that artlicare 
workmen and labourers are employed by 
you on Sunday. 

“ As you will be aware, the Sunday Ob- 
servance Act of 1677 prohibits such work- 
men from following their ordinary calling 
on Sundays, and that by so acting they are 
infringing the provisions of the statute in 
question, and you are guilty of aiding and 
abetting such workmen to commit the offence. 

“1 shall be glad to hear that you will stop 
the practice of employing such workmen on 
Sundays, and so conform to the present legal 
position. If not, I am desired sn my Com- 
mittee to instruct our solicitor to apply for 
summonses agaiust both you and your work- 
men for breach of the statute. Please Jet 
me hear from you during the course of 
this week.’”

B ELGIUM’S plan for national defence in 
any future emergency was outlined 
to-day by Count De Broqueville, the 
Minister of Defence, in a speech in the 
Chamber, to the Commission on Finance 
and. National Defence, in support of the 
military credits asked for by the Govern- 
ment. 
No foreign Power, said the Count 
De Broqueville, had offered any objec- 
tion to the proposals, which had been 
drawn up by a special committee of 
eleven members, including four 
generals, and had been approved by 
the ágh Staff and by the Govern- 
ment. 


IN EYENT OF WAR. 


_Those responsible for the plan, he con- 
tinued, considered that, Belgium's fortified 
Places were insufhcient in 1914, and, 
thereíore, proposed new fortifications at 
various points, including Liége, Namur 
and Antwerp. 

_ While the guns in 1914 had a range of 
eight kilometres (five miles), they now had 
a range of twenty-two kilometres. | The 
forts on the right bank of the Meuse 
would be replaced by bridgcheads. 

In the event of war, Belgium could put 
550,000 men in the field. One part of her 
frontier would be defended by her own 
troops, and another by her allies. It must 
be remembered that only 200 kilometres of 
France’s frontier adjoined Germany, while 
Belgium, had 209 kilometres in common 
with that country. 


FORTS TO THE SEA. 


With regard to Antwerp, the Count De 
Broqueville said that the city could no 
longer be considered as the nation’s citadel. 
It was proposed to surround it with a line 
of fortifications extending to the sea. 

In all, about 175 kilometres (110 
miles) of Belgium’s frontier would be 
fortified, at a cost of 2,000,000,000 
francs (about £11,000,000). 

He did not consider that aerial warfare 
could take the place of land operations, 
where it might effectively assist them, 
Dug-outs would be placed at intervals 
between the afore-mentioned forts, which 
would accommodate only the effectives 
necessary for their defence. 

The fortification of the whole oi 
Belgium’s frontier, added the Minister, 
was not possible owing to the expense that 
would be entailed.

A DAMAGING BLOW.

The Times of to-day in an editorial 
article on the defeat of the Government 
on the Education Bill, remarks:—Mr. 
Macdonald had made it plain before the 
division that he would not regard defeat 
as a cause for resignation. From his point 
of view this turned out to be a mistake ; 
for there can be little doubt that, it he 
had promised to stand or fall by the vote, 
he would have carried the day. Thus the 
Government has received a most damaging 
blow to its credit, and it seems more than 
ever doubtful whether iú will last long 
enough to pass what must inevitably be a 
controversial bill, and so to settle the 
religious question. 

The effect of the new position on the 
educational machine is clear enough. If 
the bill had been passed in its original 
form, whereby the Appointed Day was to 
have been April 1st, the amendment would 
have obviously proved fatal; but the date 
had already been ostponed until 
September next year. n theory, there- 
fore, the position remains unchanged, 
except that the date will be again 
postponed, unless in the next eighteen 
months a religious settlement can be 
reached and passed into law by this 
Government or its successor. In other 


| words, we. are back in the old position. 


The school age is to be put up, but the 
date being conditional on the passing of 
another bill, which is not yet drafted 
local authorities must find their hands 
tied when it comes to making any but the 
most general plans for meeting the new 
situation. 
VERY UNSATISFACTORY. 

At the moment, apparently, they can- 
not legally spend money on training new 
teachers, who may not be required, or on 
supplying new places, which may never 
be filled. Sir Charles Trevelyan says tha!

on, and the Prime Minister has promised 
tv attend to-day’s meeting. The whole 
position is extremely unsatisfactory, the 
more so because it might well have. been 
avoided with some exercise of tact and 
adroitness.

The fact that the amendment was 
carried against the Government mainly by 
Roman Catholics and a few Anglicans is 
liable to be misunderstood.. What the 
mutineers demanded was an undertaking 
that legislation giving financial support 
on conditions to Church schools should be 
introduced forthwith. Failing such an 
undertaking, they refused to withdraw 
their amendment. Sir Charles Trevelyan 
was unable to give any promise, because 
the Noncomformist sprxesmen at the re- 
cent conference refused to join in the. 
concordat which had been reached between 
the Government and the representatives of 
church schools, including the Roman 
Catholics. 

If the bill is dead, it has be-n killed by 
those Noncomformists who are unwilling 
that non-provided schools should be 
treated with what the Government .con- 
siders to be justice.

The boat was towed out on the lough 
shortly after 11.30, and at 11.50 the 
engines were started.

Le intended to take steps 
to raise the price of wheat to 175 francs 
per quintal in the interest of the farmer— 
resulted in angry. protests from the lobby 
against the prospect of dearer bread, the 
angriest. voice being that of M, Leon 
Meyer, Under Secretary of State for 
National Economy. 


MINISTERS DISAGREE. 


Whereas M. Boret claimed to have 
obtained the consent of the Govern- 
ment, M. Meyer declared that the 
Government had not even considered 
the matter. 

The Cabinet, after hearing the 
antagonists, sought to placate them by 
appointing an inter-ministerial committee 
to consider how to protect the farmer 
while protecting the consumer, and it was 
finally announced afterwards that MM. 
Boret and Meyer had both received satis- 
faction. 

In these circumstances M. Louis Puyat, 
a member of the Franklin Bouillon Group 
(Left Centre), announced his intention to

AN EXCITED HOUSE. 


The Chamber met in a state of ferment. 


It had been learned that the Premier, M.

Meyer incident. This caused consterna- 
tion, and the members of the Government 
as a whole cried ‘‘ No, no."

It was eventually carried, however, by 
293 votes to 283, and the Government 
decided to resign. 

The Premier, who spoke from his seat, 
only added a few more words to point out 
that his Government was not the only one 
in which different Ministers had vigorously 
expressed different opinions in the defence 
of different interests, 

As soon as the vote had been announced 
by the President of the Chamber, M, 
Steeg and the other members of the 
Government left the Chamber. 


FIVE WEEKS IN OFFICE. 


M. Steeg’s Cabinet was formed on 
December 13th. On December 18th it met 
in the Chamber and obtained a vote of 
confidence by the narrow majority of seven 
votes. It at once raised the session on 
December 19th. Parliament re-assembled 
on January 13th—a fatal number for the 
Cabinet—and since then the Chamber has 
been debating the 3udget and the Nationa! 
Equipment Bill, but no important division 
had been taken. 

Well-informed observers were all along 
agreed that the Rec would pro- 

ebate. 

The President, having accepted the 
resignation of M. Steeg’s Cabinet, will 
begin to-morrow morning the traditional! 
consultations with leading politicians of 
both Houses. 

It is thought probable that President 
Doumergue will summon M. Tardieu or 
M. Laval-to form a Cabinet. M. Tardieu 
has always had a majority of the 
Chamber, and his Government was only 
defeated by three votes in the Senate.

It has now been arranged that the debate 
shall be -resumed on Tuesday, but the 
division will not be taken until 11 o'clock 
on Wednesday night. The result of the 
division is by no means certain. 

At the best, the Government: will have 
a narrow majority, but is was felt last night 
that Sir John Simon’s speech next week may 
be a decisive factor. If he can induce a 
substantial section of the Liberals to follow 
him into the Opposition .Lobby,.the position

WHAT THE BILL SEEKS TO DO. 


Sir William Jowitt, in moving the 
second reading of the bill, said that, 
rightly or wrongly, the Act which it was 
now sought to amend was regarded as an 
unjustifiable restriction on the rights of 
the trade unions. The Governments re- 
sponsible for previous Acts seemed to have 
proceeded on the assumption that the 
leaders of the unions were always at fault. 
Personally, he had always béen convinced 
that the father of the prodigal son ob- 
tained a better securit+ acainst bad be- 
haviour in the futare by killing the fatted 
calf than he could possibly have obtained 
by presenting a bill of pains and 
penalties. (Laughter. ) | 

Of course, it was tne duty of the Go- 
vernment of the day to take steps—and 
drastic steps—to put down revolutionary 
acts, but it was not their duty, under the 
guise of doing so, to restrict and hamper 
industrial activity.

FOUR PROPOSITIONS. 


Coming to the text of the bill, he said 
that they were proposing to, place trade 
union funds in the same position as they 
were as the result of the 1906 Act. They 
were altering the definition of an illegal 
strike, without in any way ‘altering the 
consequences. They were altering the de- 


with the somewhat artificial definition 
found in the 1927 Act. They had inserted 
a clause giving the Attorney-General the 
right to become a party to ordinary in- 
junction proceedings, if he so desired. 

The four propositions he put forward 
were :— 

1—Any revolutionary or political strike 
or lock-out is illegal; but the right to 
declare a strike or lock-out, even thcugh 
sympathetic, in furtherance of a genuine 
trade dispute’ must not be placed in

2—N: man shall be heid guilty of the 
crime of intimidation merely for doing, or 
for stating that he intends to do, that 
which is lawful for him to do. 

3-—Where an association of persons has 
luwfully decided by a majority to set up 
a political fund, any member of that 
association shall be bound by the majority 
decision unless he gives notice of his 
dissent. 

4—The Treasury. shall have an un- 
fettered discretion in regulating the condi 
tions under which, and the extent to 
which, any grade or civil servant may 
t-ke part in political affairs. : 

The great blemish of the 1927 Act was 
that up and down the country: men might 
be hailed before the magistrates and de- 
clared to be committing an illegal act by 
joining in a strike before there had been 
any declaration by the High Court as to 
whether the strike was illegal or not. He 
wanted to secure that ne man should be 
declared guilty. of an offence unless he 
‘knev that he was doing wrong. Then 
thee proposed to omit from the Act that 
section which placed trade union funds at 
the merey of any jury who could be 
induced to hold that a strike had some 
object rather than in relation to a trade 
dispute. He did not think that the 
Government bill involved any violent 
changes in our system of government. The 
safeguard against that existed in the fact 
and in the belief, deep-rooted in our 
national life, that from the British House 
o. Commons any section of the community 
mieht obtain justice and equity. {(Minis- 
teria! cheers.) 


REJECTION MOVED. 


MR. BALDWIN’S. CRITICISM.

He hoped that, by the 
exercise of broad common-sense, they-had 
seen the last of general strikes in this 
country, and he was encouraged im that 
hope by the fact that the Prime»Minister 
himself had spoken strongly about’ the 
futility and folly of general strikes. But 
men who held the responsible position of 
Premier knew the danger that would come 
to the State if a strike broke out and ran 
its course before any effective means could 
be taken to meet it. (Cheers.) 


THE POLITICAL LEVY. 


In regard to the political levy, the 
Opposition’ felt strongly that the present 
regulations. should be preserved for the 
separation of the political fand from the 
ordinary funds of the mnions,. knowing | 
quite well how, under ‘reckless leadership, 
money that had been saved up for years 
might be spent in a sudden moment of 
reckless folly. 

As to the position of the Civil Service, 
the Government would have to declare its 
policy fully. Men should be. protected 
from the difficulties that. might come to 
them from a double /loyalty. A civil 
servant might be called on to do some- 
thing in support of his loyalty to his 
colleagues that might conflict with his 
loyalty to his country. Something should 
be done to save him fori such a herrible 
moral dilemma.

“I would urge the careful development 
of the study of foreign languages, both in 
the secondary schools and in universities,” 
said Dr. Walter Starkie, F.,T.C.D., at the 
outset of his lecture on ' The Study of 
Foreign Languages and their Commerciul 
value,” delivered at the Publicity Club 
luncheon at Jury's Hotel, Dublin, yesterday 
afternoon. 

“Jf a man cannot master a foreign 
language in six months, he will never do 
so, added Dr, Starkie.

W “ms there are 750 corn mills in the 


Irish Free State, excluding smal! 

mills on farms which are used solely 
for the Purpose of grinding or crushing grain 
lor use on the farm, 650 are so small that 
their output is less than five per cent. of 
the value of the total products oí ai! © i! 
in the Irish Free State. It may be . : 
that the value of the grain products ti led 
for sale im these concerns, added to the 
amount received for milling on commission, 
did not exceed £350,000 in 1929. For these 
reasons the Census of Production, 1929, so 
far as milling is concerned, was confined to 
the operations of the 105 more important 
mills, each of which had a gross output 
valued at, £5,000 or over in 1929. 

Of these 105 mills, only 31 produced flour, 
15 produced wheat-meal, but no flour, and 
the remaining 59 did not mill any wheat. As 
28 out of the 31 mills which made flour also 
milled maize, a separate account is not avail- 
able im regard to flour-milling alone. Of the 
105 important mills, 99 milled maize. 

Each employer in the grain-milling industry 
was asked to state: (1) the number of days 
during which the manufacturing side of the 
business was carried on during the twelve 
months; (2) the number of hours normally 
worked per week by wage-earners. 

Their replies can be summarised as fol- 
lows : 

31 Flour Mills—18 worked continuously 
during the year—1.e., over 290 days, eight 
between 250 and 290 days, and five less than 
250 days. 

The majority worked a 44-hour week. 
74 other Mills=53 worked continuously 
during the year, ten between 250 and 290 
days, and eleven less than 250 days. 

he majority worked a 47-50-hour week. 


BIG ADVANCE IN OAT 
PRODUCTS. 


Whilst there were decreases in the quan- 
tity of some of the specific commodities pro- 
duced in 1929 compared with 1926, the total 
quantity of (a) wheat products, (b) maire 
products, (c) oat products, and (d) barley 
products made by the mills in 1929 shows a 
considerable increase in each of these groups 
over the production in 1926. The actual in- 
creases and the percentage increases are as

The quantity of flour produced by the ól 
flour mills in 1929 was 4,024,004 cwts., com- 
pared with 3,789,701 cwts. produced by the 
54 flour mills in 1926, an increase of 234,503 
cwts., or 6 per cent. The imports of flour 
in 1929 were 3,112,567 cwts., compared with 
3,196,263 cwts. in 1926, a decrease of 85,696 
cwts. 

The production of maize meal (whole and 
other) i the 99 mills using maize totalled 
6,127,610 cwts. in 1929, compared with 
5,316,023 cwts. in 1926, an increase of 
811,587 cwts., or 15 per cent. The quantity 
of maize meal imported decreased to 887,777 
ewts. in 1929, compared with 952,859 cwts. 
in 1926. 

The quantity of flaked or rolled oatmeal! 
produced in 1929 was 65,588 cwts. In 1926 
the production was 28,291 cwts. This repre- 
sents an increase of 357,297 cwts., or 152 per 
cent. The quantity of “other ’’ oatmeal pro- 
duced in 1 was 164,545 cwts., compared 
with 108,314 cwts, in 1926, an increase of 
56,231 cwts., or 52 per cent. The imports of 
oat products show a large decrease, 60,789 
cwts. being imported in the year 1929, com- 
pared with 219,238 cwts. in the year 1926. 

The total net selling value of the com- 
modities produced by the 105 grain mills in 
1929 was £7,577,782, compared’ with 
£7,242.756 in the year 1926, an increase of 
£335,026 or 4.6 per cent. The increase is 
due to the greater quantity of maize pro- 
ducts milled and the enhanced value of such 
products, and also to the greater quantity 
of oat products milled in 1929. The drop 
in the price of wheat is reflected in the 
decr value of the flour produced—the 
total quantity milled increasing, as already 
stated, by 6 per cent., whilst the total value 
decrea by 18 per cent. 

The net selling value of the flour produced 
by the 31 mills in 1929 was £35,014,642, com- 
pared with £3,655,523, the value of flour 
produced in 1926 by 34 mills, a decrease of 
£640,881. This represents a decrease in the 
net selling value of 4s. 4d. per cwt. The 
value of flour imported into the Saorstat in 
1929 compared with 1926 shows a drop of 
3s. Od. per cwt. 

The value of maize meal. (whole and other) 
produced ‘in 1929 by the 99 mills using maize 
was £3,268.719. The corresponding figure in 
1926 was £2.502.710. ‘This represents an in- 
crease of £766,009, or 31 per cent. The rela- 
tively larger increase (31 per cent.) in the 
value of these products compared withthe 
increase (15 per cent.) in the quantity pro- 
duced is due to the higher prices of maize 
products in 1929. 

The value of oat products made in 1929 
was £233,768, compared with £151,475 in 
1926, an increase of £87,295, or 58 per cent. 
The value of flaked or rolled oatmeal pro- 
duced was £60,536 in 1929, compared with 
£32,421 in 1926. an increase of £28,115, or 
87 per cent. ‘The value of “ other ” oatmeal 
produced in 1929 was £126,779, compared 
with £86,075 in 1926, an increase of £40.704, 
or 47 per cent. The value of oat products 
imported shows a large decrease, from 
£189,008 in 1926 to £72,498 in 1929.

POULTRY AND 
EGGS. 


THE QUESTION OF 
PRODUCTION. 


+ 
From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
In the J/rish Times of January 7th I 

directed attention to the necessity of starting 

now in order to produce winter eggs. We 
have as good breeds of poultry as can be 
obtalued anywhere; our climate is ideal for 
he rearing of poultry, and our proximity to 


| the largest and best market cannot be dis- 


puted. What is needed is the determination 


| to make the most of the stock and the 


facilities available to produce not only every 
egg and chicken consumed at home, but to 
increase the exports of eggs and poultry 
curing the seasons when remunerative prices 
can be obtained. 

The required. number of eggs cannot be 
obtained unless poultry-keepers are prepared 
to give attention to the conditions necessary 
to ensure egg-production in September, 
October and November. The first of these 
is to make a beginning now, selecting the 
breeds which do well in their districts. When 
new breeds have passed the experimental stage 
and have Wall equal to, or better than, 
the present stock, then, and not till then, 
is it advisable to get such birds. 


SELECTING BREEDING STOCK. 

In the selection of breeding stock each 
bird should be strong, healthy and vigorous, 
and hens should have laid a good number of 
at, least 2-oz. eggs during the pullet year. 
In addition, each bird sliould be typical of 
the breed that it represents in size, shape 
and colour. It is important that external 
characteristics should not be sacrificed for 
egg-production, and it is questionable if re- 
cord egg-layers are the best for breeding 
stock. Is a hen that laid 260 eges during 
her pullet year, some of which were under 
2 ozs., suitable for stock purposes’ The 
answer 1s no Or take the case of a hen 
of the general purpose breed, such as White 
Wyandotte or Rhode Island Red, that laid 
240 2-oz. eggs during her pullet vear, but 
at the end of her first laying season weighed 
44lb. Is that bird suitable for stock pur- 
poses? Again, the answer is no. Such hens 
should be rejected as breeding stock 

Flocks should be selected and graded and, 
where possible, trap-nested, with the object 
of obtaining definite information as to the 
number and size of eggs produced during 
October, November and December. The ace 
and weight of bird at start of laving. the 
number of broody the time of 
moulting, ! ' the bird in 
September are points to be noted when select- 
ing hens for breeding stock. Experience 
shows that big birds that lay big eggs breed 
big stock more frequently than do small 
birds that, lay big eggs; but breeding stock 
should neither be too big nor too small. 

Far more attention should be given to the 
selection of male birds for stock purposes. 
Such a bird must be well grown and fully 
matured, a good, typical specimen of his 
breed, and bred from high fecund stock. 
As the male transmits the egg laying quali- 
ties of the hen from which ha was bred, 
it is necessarv to select only the best male 
birds obtainable i 

Without healthy, vigorous stock, strong 
fertile eggs cannot be produced. Chickens 
from strongly-vitalised eggs possess all the 
elements necessary for a good, healthy con- 
stitution, without which it is impossible to 
have profitable stock. 


HATCHING OPERATIONS. 


At this season every poultry-keeper should 
see that as many eggs as possible of the 
general purpose breeds are incubated, either 
by means of broody hens or by incubators. 
Much depends on this work being under: 
taken at the right time 

Fresh eggs are the best for hatching. For 
an incubator they should not be more than 
a week old, and eggs less than two ounces 
each should not be set. The ideal egg for 
hatching is one of 25 ounces, or thereabouts, 
with a strong, smooth shell. 

The rearing of chickens during the early 
spring months is to be recommended, not 
only from the point of view of supplying 
the demand for spring chickens, which is a 
profitable branch of poultry-keeping, but 
also to ensure a greater number of early 
hatched pullets coming into laying condition 
from September onwards.

MR. BLYTHE’S SPEECH. 


Mr. BLYTHE said that the main clause 
of the resolution was that imposing a duty 
The resolu- 
tion included points which were in the resolu- 
tion previousl , One enabled butter 
to be imported free of duty for the manufac- 
ture of goods mainly for export. 

Clause 3 dealt with the difficulty of the 
Northern border towns from which: people 
came from Northern Ireland into the market 
towns in. the Free State to sell butter which 
they had themselves made. It was felt it 
would be a hardship if the farmers across the 
border could not bring their products into 
the neithbouring Free State towns. — 

Clause 4 dealt with the provisions of the 
Customs and Revenue Acts of 1929, which pro- 
vided that any s of Free State manufac- 
ture which had exported from the Free 
State might be re-imported free of duty; but 
in the case of butter the Tariff Commission 
now recommended that the free: re-import of 
butter should be limited to one month. That 
was to prevent the market from being dis- 
turbed from time to time by movements of 
butter from Great Britain.

SENTENCE ON FRENCH

BORDEAUX, Thursday. 

The sentence pronounced by the Cor- 
rectional Court here on the French Rugby 
international, Taillantou, who was accused 
of the manslaughter of another player, 
Michel Pradie, during a match here last 
year, is not, it appears, exactly as was at 
first reported. 

Taillantou has been _ntenced to three 
months’ imprisonment, with the benefit of 
the First Offenders Act, but he must pay 
a fine of 200 francs. : 

As to ccsta, the Court decided that these 
must be borue jointly by the French 
Rugby Federation and the National 
Sports Committee. 

The President of the Court said that in 
coming to its decision the following facts 
had been taken into consideration :— The 
tackle which caused Pradie’s death, 
whether legal or sot, had, in. fact, re- 
sulted in death, which was directly caused 
by the force and violence exerted by 
Taillantoun.

.Jn 1812 the Earl of Selkirk conveyed by

Nelson (a distance of quite 126 miles), from 
where they journeyed by canoe, ascending 
the Hayes and Nelson Rivers fo Lake Winni- 
and the junction of the Red and Aasini- 
me Rivers. Great difficulties: were. en- 
countered and surmounted by these brave 
colonists, but the Province of Manitoba now 
witnesses the results of their patient and 
courageous struggles. A hardy, determined 
race they were, the pioneers of Western 
Canada, and the type of settler that lays the 
foundations of future greatness. 
_ From these examples of successful haviga- 
tion in the past, it may be confidently 
asserted that. modern ships, modern equip- 
ment, and modern scientific experience . will 
encounter an even higher degree of success, 
and that a great and important trade route 
of the world will be developed through these 
northern waters. 
HUDSONS BAY DEVELOPMENT. 
The shores of this great jnland sea, known 
as Hudson and James Bays, with a total 
area of 576,000 square miles, have not been 
uninhabited by Europeans during: the 
centuries past; for the Hudson's Bay Com- 
pany has maintained many forts and trading 
posts on the shores since its charter. was 
granted in 1€70, and in modern times other 


fur-trading companies have established dépóts 


for trade. ad 

The Canadian Government is developing 
the port of Churchill by the construction of 
railway terminals, docks, harbourage facilities, 
a breakwater and a ‘wireless  broad- 
casting station, so that the port will soon offer 
every facility for trade and commerce. The 
harbonr of Churchill is‘ safe, and provides 
good anchorage. A projecting head'and and 
an island furnish shelter to this natural land- 
locked harbour, so that stoims. from any 
direction have little influence ob the inner 
waters. Rocky bluffs, from 40 to 70 feet 
high, enclose the harbour, which is 6 miles in 
length and from 1 to 2} miles wide at low 
water, or from 1y to 4 miles wide at high 
water. The site at Churchill is Goveriment- 
owned, thus ensuring protection for commer- 
cial interests and harmonious development of 
the port on pre-determined lines. ) 

As aids to navigation the Canadian Govern- 
ment has carried on an accurate suryey of 
Hudson Strait, determining permanent points 
and headlands by astronomical observation 
for chart correct'ons. Data are being ob- 
tained regarding the tides and currents. as oí 
utmost importance to mariners.. Directijon- 
finding stations have been .estabjished .at 
different points on Hudson Strait, and radio 
communication at three bases— Port. Burwell, 
Nottingham Island, and Wakeham Ray. . As 
an evidence of the valne of this radio service, 
it may_ be noted. that messages have been 
sent rom Hudson. Strait to 
answers receive in seven minutes, 

Although in general it may. be sa;l.that 
the open season for navigation through 
Hudson Strait to Churchill extends «ver a 
period of 120 days, or practically íonn months, 
the uncertainty regarding the conn cf ice 
at the beginning ‘and end of the -eason 
necessitates the presence of icebreasxer 
vessels, and these have been provided by the 
Government
